COMMONS SEAT 


Defeat* By Large Majority Two 
Male Rival* in Plymouth Parli- 


ament Campaign 


CHEEREDBYTHOUSANDS 


"It i* Your Victory, Not Mine" 


She Declares in Brief Speech 


to Supporter* 


Plymouth, Nov. 28. — Lady Astor. 


American born wife of Viscount Astor, 
was elected to parliament from the 
Sutton division of Plymouth in the bal- 
loting of November IE. 
The result 


was announced after a count of the 
ballots here this afternoon. The vote 
stood: Lady Astor, Unionist, 14,495; 
W. T. Gay, Labor, 9,292; Isaac Foot 
Liberal, 4,189. 


The announcement was flrst made 


Inside the Guildhall, where the town 
clerk waa surrounded by three candi- 
dates to whom he read the figures 


When the guarded 
doors of 
the 


Guildhall were thrown open. Lady As- 
tor, followed by the election officials 
appeared. 
Lady Astor's smile seem- 


ingly betrayed the result, for Imme 
diately ringing cheers rose fnom the 
thousands of men and women who had 
been waiting three hours for the an 
tiouncement. Lady Astor made a brie 
speecfi from her carriage, thanking 
her supporters and declaring: "It is 
your victory, not mine." 


She then drove to Princess square 


two blocks away, trailed by hundreds 
whose numbers enlarged 
tintil

whole square was jammed. 
Accom 


panted by Lord Astor, she entered th 
Unionist club and waa escorted up 
stairs to the reception room, wher 
she was helped on to a table. 


Someone shouted: "Three cheers fo 


our new commoner," and the wall 
rang with the answering hurrahs. 


"This is a victory for Plymouth, 


said Lady Astor. "It was due largel 
to my husband's labor in parliamen 
in jour behalf. I know he would Ilk 
very much to be in my place, but poo 
old viscount, I feel sorry for him. H 
will be back to you some day." 


With reference to the governmen' 


Lady Astor aaid: 


"Plymouth knew what was best fo 


the country and voted that way. Th 
government is not perfect; we do not 
deserve a perfect government, tor we 
are not perfect ourselves. 


"Poor-old Lloyd George with all his 


faults is not such a bad fellow after 
all. I am going to do all I can to 
help him, but I shall support him only 
up to the point where I think him 
right, for I have told you all the time 
I won't be under the lash of the whip 
of any party." 


Lady Astor also said she \\aa "sorry 


for poor old Ike," referring to her

From the 
pictures there can always with some 
effort and often with very little, be 
drawn a. lesson of carefulness which is 
likely to have more than a distant 
and uncommon application. And sug- 
gested by the pictures, but entirely in 
a different vway, it may not be amiss 
to urge residents of Oneonla to be 
Careful, In many directions. 
Being Careful of Sugar.' 


There is, for example, the matter 


of sugar. Whoever has had occasion 
to market for this precious product— 
and In fact practically everybody has. 
cannot be unaware of tho gradual 
tightening of the strings a" groceries 
when sugar is asked for. This, more- 
over, has not been in any way the 
fault of the grocer. He has been able 
to secure from the wholesaler only a 
small fraction of what would be his 
regular supply; nor of the wholesaler, 
who is limited in his allotment and 
has life made altogether 
miserable 


despite his honest efforts to spread 
the small quantity he receives out thin 
enough to reach u.11 his customers; nor 
of the refiners, who are speedily work- 
ing i-p a!' the raw sugar they can se- 
cure. 


o"ust where the trouble is, may not 


be so easy to locate as we pass it 
along further up, but at anv rate there 
is no doubt of one thins—the sugar 
shortage is with us and is not iikely 
to be of short duration. 
The pres- 


ent month will not see the end of it, 
rior the present year; and even at 
higher prices there will be no re- 
sumption in a long period of the hap- 
py times of long ago when there was 
no dilticulty in getting orders of any 
eize from a pound to a barrel filled 
promptly. 


Tender these circumstances, it is fit- 


tins that the citizen should be careful 
of sugar, using as tittle as possible in 
coulee and in cakes and the like, and 
In general abstaining from sweetenin 
When used as a luxury. 
He should 


not demand extra spoonfuls for colfee 
at restaurants, even if it were possible 
by bluffing anJ threats oC withdrawal 
of patronage—such things have been 
heard of—to secure it; and he shoMld 
have regard for others and keep far 
away from any suspicion of sugar 
hoarding. It is only by co-operation. 
by limitation of consumptirn, and by 
being careful, that the sugar supply in 
sight i. i be stretched to ccver, 
Being Careful of Coal. 


And now that the winter approaches 


and the consumption of coal becomes 
; 


daily greattr, it Is worth while when 
fixing the furnace these mornings to 
be careful of fuel.

is high enough for everybody, and 
even with Increased wages the shoe 
pinches; but it may be higher, and if 
the soft coal troubles continue there 
will be an extra demand for anthracite 
which, whether the prices advances or 
not. may make it impossible to Keep 
the furnace tires going.
